HEAT PROCESS TO RECOVER 


OIL FBOM SAND 


To obtain greater quantities of oil 


from sand that has been drained by 
usual methods, Ben E. Lindley, of the 
bureau of mines, has proposed to sub- 
ject the strata-to heated natural gas 
under pressure. His idea is based on 
the theory that, if the oil is raised 
to a high temperature, virtually all 
of it can be vaporized and forced 
out of the sand. According to his 
findings, not more than fifteen' per 
cent of the oil is recovered hy pres- 
ent .methods.

John Randall Dunn, C.S:.B., of

The Associated Banks 
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Watch the Baldwin Hills— 


Clara Baldwin Stocker, elder daughter of E. J. "Lucky" 


Baldwin, died a few days ago, and her estate is being admin- 
istrated by Mr. and Mrs. J. F. Mullender of West Covina. 
Mrs. Mullender is a grand-daughter of this pioneer woman, 
and around her home in the Covina valley the hills rise over 
land which-"Lucky" Baldwin's racing stock grazed in those 
palmy days when the noted horseman was in his prime. 


A large part of the hill land directly south of Covina was 


owned by Mrs. Stocker, and this will be subdivided, it was 
stated this week. One of the propositions received by the 
Covina chamber of commerce this week was that of consider- 
ing the advoca y of the erection of a home for Protestant 
women, a stipulation in the Stocker will. Presumably, this 
home, which the pioneer woman provided for so liberally, is 
designed to house women who are incapacitated for life's 
struggle, but who are otherwise deserving. The hills south of 
Covina are coming to be the locality for many institutions. 
There are two preparatory schools in that region now, and 
one state institution. 


Covina valley people should remember what occurred 


when "Lucky" Baldwin died, and what a profound effect 
his death had on the advancement of this valley. Baldwin 
went out of life's picture at the right time, at a ripe old age, 
and when everything for which he had labored, and much 
that he had loved, had become obsolete, such as the raising 
of fine horses, the maintenance of racing stables. Grazing 
lands were no longer of much value. At the time that his 
will went to probate, it was estimated that the old horseman 
was worth about §2,500,000. From 1910 until 1915, when 
his estate finally came up for distribution, it had advanced 
in value from that first estimate to that of over thirty mil- 
lion dollars. 


It was subdivision and the deep-well pump that did the 


trick. The plains south and west of Covina were transformed 
from acres that grew six sacks of wheat to the acre to wal- 
nut orchards and citrus groves. The Byron Jackson com- 
pany in San Francisco had announced their perfected 
deep-well pump about the same time that Baldwin let go his 
hold on life. This combination of events brot about the 
transformation of a dry plain of some thirty thousand acres 
to an orchard paradise. 


These hills that still remain in the family of the Bald- 


wins—what of them? Are we to see residential subdivisions 
over all the lomas south of the orange area ? The locality is 
most desirable from that standpoint. Already it has attract- 
ed a colony of California's biggest bankers, who are busy 
making fine estates in these rolling hills. 


Watch Covina on the south. It is going to develop. Cer- 


tain phases of progress are at work. Time is making possible 
great changes. We, of Covina—are we to be a part of this 
development, or are we to be apart from it ? 


As Some See Us— 


You hear it on the street, every day. The town isn't 


growing. We are at a standstill. Other places are going 
ahead. What's the matter with us? Can't we build some 
streets? What's the reason why someone doesn't get busy? 
—etc.—etc. 


A retired business man who was here for seven months 


in 1912 was in Covina this week. He drove around the town 
leisurely, spent an hour in.the city park, visited some old 
friends, went thru the packinghouses, and dropped around 
to the newspaper office. 


"We fellows living in the smaller middle western towns 


don't see how you do it out here," he said. "This town has 
made remarkable strides since I was here the last time. 
There is a distinct change in the appearance of the business 
district. I was surprised at the number of fine residences 
in the city and valley. Your roads everywhere are a marvel, 
even the by-ways and streets of. lesser importance. All the 
towns in the valley have changed as much as a boy or girl 
changes in the period between grammar school and college. 
And" speaking of schools, the buildings you have here look 
like state universities to me. You have a wonderful present, 
and a marvelous future." 


So, then, you can take your choice of opinions. Another 


man said the other day: "This town is growing too fast. 
You're going to have to tear down and rebuild a lot of im- 
provements you're making now, because they are not plan- 
ned right for expansion." 


Write your own ticket. Somebody must be the wise one 


that can size up the situation. Get the pessimists in a cor- 
ner, and they'll admit that this is a good town. 


After Dark Visitors— 


County officers are issuing a strong warning to all fruit 


growers to watch their groves and prevent fruit thieving. The 
situation is declared to be as bad as it has ever been in south- 
ern California. 


While there is a regular patrol maintained in the Covina 


district, it is manifestly impossible to cover the district thoro- 
ly in the night, and with many absentee growers the situation 
is complicated. Much fruit is stolen about which nothing is 
ever known, it is believed. 


With the apprehension and conviction of one old offender' 


this week, the officers were able to put a stop to at least one 
serious leakage, but there is much more thieving in progress 
than is generally known, the officers point out. Ranchers 
should report at once to the constable if there is any sus- 
picion that thieving is in progress, and the night patrol will 
respond. Trucks parked by the side of the road should be 
investigated. In many cases the fruit is carried a long dis- 
tance from where it is stolen, and placed on trucks or in cars 
parked on distant roadways. Considerable value in fruit can 
be taken in one night from an orchard. It has come to be 
one of the difficult problems in connection with the citrus 
industry.
